The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed laser 
system having the limitations of independent claims 8,19,20, where a laser tube has a 
pair of waveguides, which are connected via a slit-shape gap formed along a lengthwise 
direction allowing the electromagnetic wave to propagate from one chamber to the other 
and causing plasma to generate in the slit-shaped gap. 

The closest cited reference to Ohmi et al (PN 6,331 ,994) discloses a similar 
arrangement of the laser tube, but provides a dielectric member buried in the slot, which 
would prevent the slot from generating plasma.
